REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5 and 8-18 (13-18 are new added claims) are in condition for allowance 
based on Applicant's arguments in that none of the prior art documents discloses or 
suggests a (meth)acrylic ester of an alkoxylated unsaturated polyol ether of the claimed 
formula (I) in the claimed swellable hydrogel forming polymer. 

Since none of them discloses or suggests said formula, then the composition of 
group I, claims 1-3, will be rejoined and be allowed also. 

Further, group II, claim 4; and group IV, claim 6, are directed to a process for 
preparing the polyol ether of group I and the process for preparing a crosslinked 
swellable hydrogel forming polymer of group III, will be rejoined and be allowed also. 

Therefore, claims 1-6 and 8-18 are allowed.
